THE ACCOUNTS. 

On the receipt side of accounts, subscrip- 
tions and donations show an advance of £62. 
But they amounted to £406 only, and are 
still much lower than should be the case in 
view of the importance of dentistry to the 
public health. Patients’ contributions were, 
on the whole, the same as in the previous 
year. These contributions, of course, vary 
inversely with the number of tickets of recom- 
mendation which subscribers provide in each 
department. On the expenditure side they 
were not able to economise to the same extent 
as in- 1926, when certain items of payment 
were unusually low. Thus two items (fuel 
and lighting, printing and stationery), by re-

WAR ON DIPHTHERIA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIS; TIMES. 

sin,—With reference to your article 
to-day’s issue dealing with preventive mea- 
sures against diphtheria, I would like to 
express regret that so little seems to be 
known by the public in these parts about 
them. 1 came in contact with 
fiv “years ago in China, when my small boy, 
aged three, was virulently attacked in a town 
where we had heard nothing of it for more 
than two years. Despite the injection of a 
large dose of antitoxin, tracheotomy had to 


be performed, and for four weeks it was im- 
possible to dispense with the use of the tube 
owing to paralysis of certain muscles in the 
throat. The strain of those four weeks, 
when feeding had to be done nasally with a 
rubber tube, and the tracheotomy tube 
attended to every two hours, was very great, 
but in the end a complete recovery was made 
such as could hardly be hoped for except in 
the few mission stations where a medical 
man or woman, with the necessary appli- 
ances, Is available at the moment. 


Just about that time certain literature was 
to hand describing the progress of anti- 
diphtheric research in the U.S8.A., and it was 
learned that there was very good reason for 
believing that the toxin-anti-toxin preventive 
inoculation would result in producing in at 
least 85 per cent. of young abilises immuni- 
sation that would certainly carry them 
through the dangerous early years and 
probably through life. It was also found 
that even in our distracted China there was 
in Peking an efficient ‘‘ Epidemic Prevention 
Bureau,” which produced the toxin-anti- 
toxin and supplied it to physicians at a 
nominal cost. The result of-these discoveries 
was that measures were taken to give our 
missionary force in Fukien, American and 
British, who mostly meet for a while every 
summer in the hills near Foochow, an oppor- 
tunity to guard against the -possibility of 
having to suffer the ordeal we had been 
through, with the probability of a less fortu- 
nate result. Between 100 and 200 children 
were treated and a good many adults. 

It seems a pity that more use is not made 
of this achievement in prevention. When a 
child is attacked the diagnosis may not be 
made sufficiently quickly; preper doses of 
anti-toxin. may not be available in time in 
country districts or may not be fresh enough; 
and the knowledge that the mortality from 
the disease is much less than before anti- 
toxin- was discovered will not comfort the 
neig of children whose lives might have 
een saved if there had been prevention 
rather than reliance on a care that failed in 
their case. As at present administered, it 
consists of three inoculations at about ten 
day intervals without any serious reaction. 
Anyone who has seen a child suffering from 
diphtheria, as I did, cannot fail to wish 
that more interest were shown in our own 
land in this preventive treatment.—Yours,

A GREAT PUBLIC SERVICE. 
The Provost of Trinity College proposed 
that the Dental Hospital of Ireland is an 
institution worthy of support, and, whilst 


heartily thanking those who have subscribed 


to it in the past, the hospital appeals to a 
wider public for further financial help, to 


enable it to maintain, and extend its work. 
It gave him, he said, a great deal of pleasure to 


attend that meeting and de anything that he 
could to support the hospital. One of the 
reasons was that it was intimately connected 
with Trinity College's School of Dentistry. 
Anyone who was aware of the different 
classes of work done in the hospital could 
no; fail to see that 1t was performing a great 
public service. and one that the public too 
little appreciated—-(hear, hear} judging by 
the amount .of their subscriptions. They had 
the best men in the Es Hi NN doing the 
work in that hospital, and the public paid 
the most trivial fees, even 2s. 6d. and 5s., 
which did not go to the dentists, but to the 
hospital. It should not be forgotten that a 
great deal of the work was entirely free. 
With the exception of Cork, that 
was the only hospital of its kind 
in the Free State, and the public, when 
asked for a subscription could not give the 
excuse that there was a great deal of dupli- 
cation, which, of course, existed in other 
hospitals, and which was inevitable. There 
was the minimum of expenditare and neces- 
sary plant and staff and soforth, and the 
public, therefore, got the best possible re- 
turns, 

They received £400, or a little more, from 
subscribers, and he felt that they should 
have received a great deal more, not only 
from the public, but the State; and while 
they got a grant from the Corporation, por- 
tion of it was taken back in rates. 
(Laughter.) He took it that the Dentists ‘Bill 
was a recognition of the importance of that 
profession, and that the Government were 
alive to the great importance of the people’s 
health. It was now recognised that the 
teeth played an important part in the health 
of the people, much more so than in the 
past. Free dental treatment of school- 
children would, he believed, have a great in- 
fluence on the health of the people. 
(Applause. ) 

THE HOSPITAL’S WORK. 

The Right Hon. H. G, Burgess, in second- 
ing the motion, said that there seemed to be 
a great craze to take out people’s teeth to 
cure something, and he wished that dentists 
followed more the American practice of fill- 
ing people’s mouths with gold. (Laughter.) 
The governors of the hospital were kind 
enough to elect him to the Board, and up 
to that time he had not the slightest know- 
ledge of what kind of work they were doing 
there, but from what he had seen it was 
apparent that the work that the hospital 
was doing was of the greatest possible ser- 
vice to the State. They all knew that 
teeth in a certain stage of decay were very 
injurious to the health. but that if they 
were attended to in time they would be the 
greatest benefit to one’s health. That was 
the purpose of the hospital; 15,000 people 
had been treated during the past year, and 
all this work had been done by the best 
qualified men in Dublin. who were as well 
qualified as any dentists in the world. They 
did that work for nothing, and the patients 
paid little or nothing—whatever they paid 
went in support of the hospital, 

The total of the subscriptions, amounting 
to £400, was ridiculous, when they con- 
sidered that the hospital was in a city hav- 
ing a population of over 300,000, It was 
not very creditable. To keep the hospital 
going and doing its full work, they needed 
not only to get rid of the overdraft, but to 
increase the subscriptions (Hear, hear.) 
The hospital required much more money to 
be ms on if. especially on equipment, some 
of which was obsolete 

Turning to the school, he said that they 
could all appreciate what it would mean if 
school clinics were adopted in the Free State, 
as had been done elsewhere. He felt that the 
Government was fully alive to its import- 
ance, and while a Government could not do 
everything in five minutes he felt sure that 
such a clinic would be established. They 
thanked the Government for the Dentists 
Bill. which enabled their students to practice 
in England atid in every part of the world. 
He trusted the public would rally to the sup- 
port of the hospital, so that it might con- 
tinue doing and extending its excellent work. 

The motion was adopted, 


THE REPORT. 

The annual report stated that the work of 
the hospital shows an increase in some 
departments and a decrease in others. Extrac- 
tions amounted ‘to 15,232, being 819 more 
than the previous year; 507 mechanical cases 
were completed, being 77 more. Practically 
the same number of young patients (114) 
attended in the department for regulating 
children’s teeth. The total attendances of 
patients in -the various departments was 
14,973, there being an increase in all of them 
except the conservation department, where 
the total was 1,135 less. The work also in 
the latter department was necessarily re- 
duced, because fewer patients presented them- 
selves for treatment. It is a matter. of t 
that more patients, who could be relieved 
from the ravages of decay, with all its 
attendant pain and ill-health, do not avail 
themselves of the facilities which the hos- 
pital offers for conservation treatment. The 
staff consider that they could deal with many 
more patients than received such treatment 
in the last hospital year. 

Again a large amount of free work was 
done. In the dispensary 3,941 patients re- 
ceived free advice, 1,380 received free dress- 


ings, 1,215 received free extractions with 


show an apparent increase. Renewals also 
increased partly for the same reason, and also 
because they include the replacement of all 
the gutters and rain-pipes in the front of the 
hospital building, which “had become 
dangerously insecure. 
Although economy was effected in cleaning 
and other miscellaneous changes, it was not 
sufficient to counterbalance the other items. 
Hence the hospital overdraft due to the 
Ulster Bank, which in 1926 they had been 
able to slightly reduce, was this year in- 
creased, and stands at the high figure of 
£3,453. The Governors, while returning the 
thanks of the hospital to the subscribers and 
donors, appealed to them for a continuance of 
their liberality, and also to use their influence 
with friends to induce them to support this 
deserving charity and reduce the large over 
draft. (Applause. ) 

THE SCHOOL. 
The report on the school for the year stated 
that there was a slight diminution in the 
number of students, the number of the roll 
being 50, against 54 in 1926 and 85 in 1925. 
Of these, 33 are taking out their mechanical 
course in the hospital laboratory. Twelve 
students qualified during the year. Of these, 
two are practising in Dublin, six in the 
provinces of Ireland, three» in England, and 
one in Newfoundland. One past student was 
successful in obtaining fourth place in the 
competitive examination for commissions in 
the Royal Navy.

He 
sent him to Lord George Dundas to train, 
and when he proved too slow he took him 
home, cut him and turned him out. ‘Last 
autumn he took him up, sent him out a bit 
with hounds, and then in February: ran him 
in two hurdle races, in both of which he fell. 

His first appearance over a country was.in 
the National Hunt Juvenile Steeplechase at 
Cheltenham, which he won, though he did 
not beat much. After he had won 
again at the Melton Hunt he was 
sold, and he had won two hurdle 
races for his new owner before coming here. 
He and Adamstoi were both backed at 4 to 
1, but the favourite was Kisser, from the 
stable of Frank Hartigan, who had fallen 
at Liverpool.

DEATH OF GEORGE GIFFEN. 


The news from Adciaide that George Giffen is 
dead recalls the great excitement aroused by the 
early visits of Australian cricket teams to England. 
He took part in the match at the Oval in 1882, 
when the victory of Murdoch's team by seven 
runs over England, captained by A, N. Hornby, 
fully established the reputation of the Colonials as 

ing equa! to England at the game she had 
taught them 

Giffen took but a minor part in the doings of 
the side that season, but he gave promise of the 
great ability which very soon earned for him the 
name of the “ W. G. Grace” of Australia. Alto- 
gether in first class matches he scored 12,501 
runs, with an average of 29, and he took 1,109 
wickets for 21 runs each, while in matches between 
England and Australia he made 1,238 runs, and 
dismissed 103 batsmen. i 

Standing five feet ten inches, Giffen stooped a 
little when batting, but he possessed a great variety 
ot strokes, driving with great power, while he had 
a wonderfnily strong defence. He bowled right- 
hand, medium-paced to slow, with considerable spin 
as a rule, and subtle change of flight, which he 
used with much effect when sending up a slow 
hall tossed very high, so that a batsman found it 
pitched shorter than expected, and was apt to give 
a return catch. Particularly when last in England, 
Giffen had a habit of bowling with his shert sleeve 
loose at the wrist, and batsmen complained of a 
practice which they said prevented them &eeing 
the bowler’s fingers 

Born at Adelaide on March 27, 1859. he was an 
official in the Adelaide Post Office for many years 
until he retired in 1926. A match between South

THE MEATH HOUNDS. 


A large field assembled at Carrollstown on

Thanks to the 
care bestowed on it by Captain North 
Bomford, it held a brace, who broke almost 
simultaneously, but the selected provided a 
very pretty left-handed ring at a good pace 
on the Aghar side back to ground in a ditch 
near the covert. In the meantime, the second 
fox had gone away too long to do anything 
with it. There was at least a brace of foxes 
in Pratt’s gorse, but scent in covert seemed 
very bad when the first was halloed away 
towards Ferran’s. Unfortunately, two couples 
of hounds got away close to him, and this 
incident, with some pressing by an over- 
keen field, spoiled our chances, and we came 
back to covert. The next effort was towards 
Larchhill at a slow pace, but after a swing to 
the right this. line fizzled out. Summerhill 
was blank. Captain Fowler went on to 
Trotter's gorse, where there were many foxes, 
with one of which a ring was hunted, with 
Breemount House on the left, but did hot 
ave into anything, and nothing more was 
one.

POPULATION STILL 
DECLINING.

Many interesting facts concerning ' the 
births, deaths and marriages in the Irish 
Free State during the year 1926 are contained 
in the detailed annual report of the Registrar- 
Gereral, which has just been published. 

There was a total of 70 deaths caused by 
motor-driven vehicles, as against a total of 
53 mm 1925. Fifteen deaths were caused by 
railway trains.

the marriage register. The remainder signed 
by “ mark.”’ 

The returns show also that only 435 widows 
were married in the year, as against 12,417 
spinsters. The number’ of widowers who 
married again was .959., 

THE ESTIMATED POPULATION. 

Emigration appears to be the great cause 
for the decline in the .population. The net 
emigration during .the year was 28,576 
persons. The number of births, which totalled 
61,176, exceeded the number of deaths— 
41,740—by 19,436; so that the decrease in 
population due to emigration was 8,940. The 
estimated population of the Free State in 
1926 was 2,970,000, as against 2,985,000 in 
1925, and 6,547,652 in 1841. 

These figures show that the actual decrease 
in population was 15,000, but the difference 
of 6,060 is due to the fact that the migration 
to countries in Europe is not classed under 
the heading of emigration. 

HEALTHY COUNTRY LIFE. 

Although deaths from diseases such as 
tuberculosis, heart disease, influenza and 
bronchitis continue to . decrease, infant 
mortality and deaths from cancer and measles 
are on the increase. The total number of 
deaths from all causes during the year was 
41,740. 

The number of é@eaths from tuberculosis— 
4,562—was the lowest ever recorded in the 
Free State, while deaths attributed to heart 
disease numbered 4,656 or below the 
figures for 1925. Deaths from bronchitis were 
2,433 or 221 below those recorded in 1925; 
from pneumonia, 2,314 or 24 below the low 
total in 1925. A big decrease of 517 in deaths 
from influenza is also noted. 

On the other hand, deaths from cancer 
increased by 118 to 3,021. The highest pre- 
vious figure was 2,903 deaths in 1924. Ea 
mortality for the entire area amounted to 74 
per 1,000 births, which was 6 per 1,000 
above the rate for 1925 (68 per 1,000). “The 
number of deaths from measles increased by 
521. 

Deaths from these and other diseases were 
over three times as great in urban areas as 
in rural areas, the figures being 1.35 per 
1,000 in urban areas, as compared with 0.43 
per 1,000 in rural areas. Correspondingly, 
the deaths of infants were only 56 per 
thousand births registered in rural areas, as 
against 110 per thousand in urban areas. 

THE MARRIAGES. 

During the year the marriages registered 
numbered 13,570, being equivalent to a rate 
of 4.57 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; 
this rate is 0.06 below that for the previous 
year, and 0.45 below the average for the ten 
years, 1916-25. Of the 13,570 marriages, 
12,600 were of Roman Catholics, as com- 
pared with 12,897 in 1925, the remaining 
marriages numbering 970, as against 923 in 
1925. Included in the 970 marriages are 672 
celebrated according to the rites and cere- 
monies of the Church of Ireland, as against 
671 in 1925; 144 as compared with 112 in 
1925, were in Presbyterian Meeting-houses ; 
48 as against 70 in 1925 in “' registered build- 
ings ” belonging to various religious deno- 
minations; 87 by civil contract in the 
Registrars’ offices, as against 54 in 1925; one 
was according to the usages of the Sociaty 
of Friends, and 18 as compared with 14 in 
1925, were according to the Jewish rite:. 

The rate per 1,000 of the estimated Roman 
Catholic population represented by the 
number of marriages of Roman Catholics 
was 4.74, or 0.39 below the corresponding 
average rate for the preceding ten years, 
and the rate for other marriages was equiva- 
lent to 3.13. per 1,000 of all persons other 
than Roman Catholics in the population, this 
rate being 0.93 below the corresponding 
average rate for the ten years, 1916-25. 

The figures show that 91.5 per cent. of the 
total marriages were those of bachelors and 
spinsters; that 5.3 per cent. were those of 
widowers and spinsters; that 2.2 per cent. 
were marriages of bachelors and widows; and 
that those of widowers and widows formed 
1.0 per cent. of the total marriages. ‘Thus, 
of the men married 6.4 per cent. were 
widowers, and of the women 3.2 per cent. 
were widows, or in 85 instances in every 
1,000 marriages one or both of the contract- 
ing parties had been in the married state

THE TOTAL BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered was 61,176 
(boys 31,382 and girls 29,794), equivalent to 
20.60 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
this rate being 0.22 above the average of 
the ten years 1916-25. The rate represented 
by the births registered in Northern Ireland 
was 22.5 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion, in England and Wales 17.8, and in 
Scotland 20.9. : : 

The proportion of male infants born alive 
to every 1,000 females was 1,055; in 1925 it 
was 1,052; in 1924, 1,066; in 1923, 1,065; in 
1922, 1,065; in 1921, 1,056; and in 1920 it 
was 1,067. Of the 61,176 births registered 
during the year 59,460, or 97.2 per cent., 
were legitimate, and 1,716, or 2.8 per cent., 
were illegitimate. 

Fo? the Province of Leinster legitimacy 
in 1926 amounted to per cent. of the 
total number of births for that proyince; 
Munster, 2.9 per cent.; Connaught, 1.5 per 
cent., and Ulster (part of), 2.8 per cent., 
as compared with 3.2 per cent., 2.7 per cent., 
1.1 per cent., and 3.0 per cent., respectively, 
in 1925. 

The male children born in . wedlock 
numbered 30,533 and the female 28,927, or 
1,056 of the former to every 1,000 of the 
latter, and of the illegitimate children 849 
were males and 867 females, or 979 boys to 
every 1,000 girls. It should be stated that 
the illegitimate birth-rate for Saorstat 
Eireann compares favourably with that for 
most other countries, The number of twin 
births registered in the year was 762, of 
which 17 pairs of twins were illegitimate, 
and the number of triplets born was seven. 

DEATHS FROM VIOLENCE. 

Deaths caused by violence during the year 
1925 amounted to 889, a number equivalent 
to 0.30 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
and 73 more than that recorded for 1925, and 
388 below the average (1,277) for the ten 
years 1916-25. Of the 889 deaths, 97 were 
classed to suicide, 44 to homicide, and one to 
execution, leaving 747 to other deaths by 
violence, the majority of which were definitely 
stated to have im aceidental. 

There were 131 deaths (of males 112 and of 
females 19) from accidental drowning, 12 
deaths caused by injuries due to firearms, of 
which 11 were those of males and 1 of a 
female, and there were 131 deaths caused by 
crushing and other injuries’ by vehicles, etc. 
(105 of males and 26 of females), including 70 
(males 52 and females 18), as compared with 
53 in 1925, by motor-driven vehicles, and 15 
by railway trains. 

UNCERTIFIED CAUSES. 

Among the 41,740 deaths registered, 10,577 
were not certified by medical practitioners, 
nor were inquests into their causes held. The 
number of uncertified deaths in urban. areas 
in 1926 was 4.5 per cent of the total number 
of deaths registered therein, the corresponding 
percentage for rural areas being 55.2. 

According to returns furnished by the 
registrars the number of inquests during the 
year 1926 was 755, or one inquest for every 
55 deaths registered. 

AGES AT DEATH. 

Of the 41,740 deaths at all ages, 6,781, or 
16.2 per cent , were deaths of children under 
5 years of age including 3,676 deaths of males, 
or 17.6 per cent of the male mortality at all 
ages, and 3,105 deaths of females, or 14.9 per 
cent of the total number of deaths of females, 
The deaths of 18,051 persons aged 65 yéars 
or upwards were registered during the year 
1926, constituting 43.2 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths at all ages, and include 
8,803 of male, or 42.2 per cent. of the total 
deaths of males, and 9,248 of females, or 44.3 
per cent. of the deaths of females at all ages. 

Among the deaths of persons at these ages 
14,643, or 34.8 per cent. of the total deaths, 
were 70 years of age or over.

Mr. George Shiels has advanced far as a 
dramatic author since his “ Professor Tim ”’ 
became one of the big things, not only in 
the repertory of the ..bbey Theatre, ut 
with audiences in London and the provincial 
centres of Great Britain. ‘‘ Cartney and 
Kevney,’’ which was produced at the Abbey 
last night, is a greater comedy than “' Pro- 
fessor Tim,”’ because ‘t contains satire and 
tragedy as well as comedy. 

Dick Cartney and Captain Harry Kevney 
are a pair of scoundrels, wastrels, parasites, 
who—one for seven years and the other for 
three—have been living in besotted idleness 
ly means of spongeing, the writing of 
begging letters, fraud—anything except work. 
Cartney has been fired out of the services 
of the bank; his inseparable companion and 
brother-in-law has drawn, by false pretences, 
a pension for Army service in the war. Both 
were well brought up, and started life with 
bright prospects, and both are despicably 
down when Mr. Shiels introduces them. The 
story is not untrue to life in Ireland. The 
shifts of the contemptible brace to live well 
and work none provide the comedy; the 
reactions of their debased existence on the 
lives of others make up the tragedy; the 
satire is apparent. 

The comedy is a clever piece of stage 
craftsmanship. Within a minute from the 
parting of the first curtain the audience sees 
it move; for the whole of three acts it 
gallops at a fine pace, and ‘up to the 
last second no one knows. how it will 
end. It differs from the author’s other 
plays, in that there is no lavish spilling of 
the milk of human kindness in the con- 
cluding scene. The wife and children are 
provided for in the end, but the had ones 
get their most dreaded punishment—work 
The play is distinguished by the brilliance 
of its dialogue, the neatness of its humour, 
which catches the imagination in the ‘vost 
unexpected ways, and the certainty of its 
characterisation. Cartney and Kevney are 
distinct types of scoundrel. The first- 
named we must despise, the last-named is a 
Congreve ruffian, inasmuch as he has not 
lost all of his manliness. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s Cartney was a great 
study of a difficult part. He played it to 
make the audience feel nothing but con- 
tempt for the man, and yet he convinced 
them that his wife’s faith in him was some- 
thing that might really be. Miss Crowe’s 
plaving of Mrs. Cartney was a brainy per- 
formance to ve added to her many successes, 
Mr. McCormick has never thought out any- 
thing better than his Kevney. Nothing 
could be finer than the art with which he 
suggested that a spark of manliness still re- 
mained in this almost complete wreck of 
manhood. And in the pure comedy incidents 
he was superb. 

Mr. Stephenson, Mr. Nolan, Mr. Gorman, 
Mr. Dolan, and Mr. Carolan have parts that 
are not merely filling-in, and each of them 
Mr. Dolan’s playing of 
the one-armed “old Fusilier’’ was rich 
comedy. Miss Craig gave a delicate 
characterisation of the woman who still re- 
membered Kevney in the days of his youth- 
ful promise, but yet would not entrust her 
life or her fortune to him. Miss Delany is 
in one of her characteristic parts as the 
mother who loves her boy, bad as he is. 

Mr. Arthur Shields has produced the play 
well, and the players have put into it rare 
naturalistic acting. All that was wanting 
last night was the presence of the author 
to receive the verdict of the house in person.

COST OF LIVING FIGURES. 


The sixteenth annual general meeting of the 
Dublin Employers’ Federation, Ltd., was 
held yesterday at the offices, Commercial 
Buildings, Dame street, when the Council 
submitted its report and statement of accounts 
for the past year. 

The report stated that little industrial dis- 
turbance had been experienced in the 
establishments of the members. during the 
year. In two cases a reduction in wages 
rates became’ necessary, and as the result of 
conferences, over which the Chairman of the 
Federation presided, serious stoppage of work 
was avoided. An amicable and satisfactory 
settlement was made in each case. 

The report noted the legislation recently 
passed in the British Parliament, and now 
being considered by the Parliament in the 
North of Ireland, which has been the outcome 
of the ‘‘ general strike.” In its general lines 
it is meant to lessen the intimidatory tactics 
often resorted to in support of strikes, and 
to guarantee sto the individual the freedom 
of action which is the right of every citizen. 

Regarding the cost of living, the report 
stated :—‘‘ In November, 1920, the figure— 
according to the British Labour Gazette— 
stood at 176 per cent. increase as compared 
with the figure at July, 1914, and at the Ist 
July, 1927, it had fallen to 63 per cent. as 
compared with the figure in July, 1914. Ac- 
cording to the /rish Trade Journal the figure 
for the Ivish Free State now stands at an 
increase of but:71 per cent. over that of July, 
1014. - 

‘* Notwithstanding this fall of 100 in the 
per cent. figure, there have been few and 
very slight reductions on the local wages rates 
pertaining in 1920, which is a factor in main- 
taining the present high cost ‘of living. It 
should be remembered also in this connection 
that the working hours have been very much 
reduced as compared with the working hours 
in 1914, whilst in many cases. bank holidays 
are now being paid for, which increases the 
cost of production, and, consequently, the cost 
of living. 

“The Council would’ recommend to’ the 
consideration of those engaged in industry the 
following statement by Sir Alfred Mond, 
M.P.:—‘ For the shareholder as well as for 
the workman fusion acts as a form of insur- 
ance against those risks in industry which ate 
inherent and cannot be avoided, even by the 
most skilful management.’ 

‘“The Council would urge the necessity for 
the fullest organisaation of, and co-operation 
by, employers to meet the possibilities of an 
uncertain futuare.”’ 
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LOCAL APPOINTMENTS. 
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WICKLOW BOARD IN FAVOUR OF 
THE ACT. 


When the Waterford resolution was read 
at a meeting of the Wicklow County Board 
of Health yesterday inviting the Board to 
request their representatives in the Dail to 
co-operate with a view to the repeal of the 
Local Authorities (Officers and Employés) 
Act. 1926, no action was taken. Mr. G. 
Heatley said that he thought that iS was a 
very good Act, and the Chairman, Mr. J. J. 
Bourne, said that he did not see what could 
be gained by adopting such a resolution. A 
good deal could be said in favour of the Act, 
and it relieved them of a lot of unpleasant 
duties. For his part, he did not regret its 
passing at all.

HOUSING “PROBLEM 
IN RATHMINES. 


EASING THE PRESSURE. 


UTLLITY SUCLETY 
FORMED. 


There was a large attendance Jast night 
in Rathmines Town Hall at the meeting held 
to promote the formation of a Public Utility 
Society in the township. 

Sir Simon Maddock, who presided, said 
that the problem of housing was the most 
urgent one at the present moment in our 
economic life. Rathmines had not, been back- 
ward in this matter in the last few. years, 
£100,000 nas been spent in housing at Kim- 
mage, and other building schemes were in 
progress. 

To help in the consideration of the forma- 
tion of a Public Utility BE we have 
here, he said, the Rev. Mr. Hall, who has 
devoted his life to this question, and Mr. 
McCarron, Miss Long, and Mrs. Kettle, all 
of whom are really striving to grapple with 
this problem, 

HOW SOCIETIES ARE FORMED. 

The Rev. D. H. Hall said that the urgency 
of the problem that had stirred him up in 
the beginning had reached a point where 
everybody feit that something could be done 
and something ought to be done, There are 
at least fifteen public utility societies in 
Ireland, every one of which started in doubt 
and fear no! trembling, “nd are now going 
on successfully. Public atility societies are 
not in any way opposed to the local authori- 
ties, whose cordial approval ex must have 
to get on with their work. ight people, 
with a secretary, can form such a society by 
subscribing £1 each and signing the book of 
rules provided by the Government and ob- 
tainable at the Civics Institute; then the 
society can be registered. These eight people 
can then carry on until an. annual meeting 
is arranged for and a committee of manage- 
ment is elected. There are two ways of 
raising money for the project—&l shares and 
loan stock. <A suitable site has to be pro- 
cured and a prospectus issued, and the ser- 
vices of an architect and so’ citor secured. 

In the case of Rathmines, he continued, 
I believe it will be easy to secure a site and 
get to work quickly; if you undertake 
to form a society here, try to make arrange- 
ments for a recreation ground in the scheme. 

An important aid to the Public Utility 
Society is the auxiliary society, which gathers 
small sums to invest in the larger society 
and spreads and increases interest in the sub- 
ject. The need of these utility societies is 
very great, not only to provide houses, but 
to deal with the unemployment question, 

READY TO START. 

Mrs. Mary Kettle proposed the following 
resolution :—'' That steps be taken forthwith 
to form a Public Utility Society for the pur- 
ose of erecting houses in the Rathmines 
Township.”’ Mr Hall has put the scheme 
clearly and urgently before you, she con- 
tinued. He has appealed to you as a Chris- 
tian to support it. He can well do so. 
Someone has said that there is nothing more 
amazing in this world than to see Chris- 
tianity put into practice. Mr. Hall has put it 
into practice. I hope that this work will be 
an inspiration to us in Rathmines. 

There were a thousand applicants on their 
list for vacant houses in Kimmage,' she said. 
She was sure that they would be able to 
start this Public Utility Society. She under- 
stood that there was a scheme, which had 
been adopted by their Council and was be- 
fore the Local Government Board for sanc- 
tion for £5,000 to develop land acquired 
in connection with the Kimmage scheme. 
They had thus got over the difficulty of a 
site and were ready to start. 

The Rev. J. J. Macaulay seconded the 
resolution, and spoke on the moral aspect of 
the home, which has its physical use, its 
political use, and its religious use. here 
was a lot. heard about the temperance ques- 
tion. There were cases of families crowded 
into one room, the whole place uninviting, 
unhealthy and unwholesome. These fees. 
were almost inevitably driven out to the 
well lit, comfortable publichouses. He did 
not know any heroism greater than the 
heroism of the people who live under these 
conditions and retain their purity of life. 

Mr. E. McCarron said that the fact that 
Rathmines had been the most fortunate of 
all the local authorities in its progress in 
housing was an additional reason and an 
additional proof that it ought to be the first 
of the has authorities to father and estab- 
lish a premier public utility society. 

Mr. W. J. Byrne, Mr. Caffrey, and Mr. 
McGlynn and Mr. Donnelly also spoke. 

EASING THE PRESSURE. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson said that the meet- 
ing was called with the idea that there was 
a housing problem of the poor, and that the 
society would be the means of helping that 
problem. The meeting ought not to break 
up without understanding that the utility 
society will do something to ease the pres- 
sure, but it will not build houses for the 
poor, and it cannot, in its present form, or 
in the near future. That will remain a 
problem for the State and for the munici- 
pality. While it was very desirable that 
the work of the society should go on, there 
should. not be a misapprehension that it was 
going to provide houses for men who ge 
out of work or only earning 16s. to 25sga 
week. The iminediate value of the building 
society was that it would absorb a consideér- 
able amount of the unemployed, and it was 
on that score that he thought an urgent. cal] 
to action should be taken een that meeting. 

The resolution was put to the meeting and 
passed. , 


NORTHERN LIQUOR BILL. 
— -----—--— 

NEEDS OF HOTEL GUESTS. |: 

Moving the second reading of the Intoxicat- 
ing Liquor Bill in the Northern Senate yester- 
day, Viscount Massereene said that the Prime 
Minister’s hope that the Act of 1923 would 
promote the cause of true temperance through. 
out Northern Ireland had been realised, and 
there must be very few people who would 
deny that the Act had justified its place on 
the Statute Book. The present bill was to 
carry more fully into effect the general inten- 
tion of that Act. 

Mr. Glendinning welcomed the measure, 
but said that he had sympathy with some of 
the arguments of the Opposition, and especially 
the amendment to remove all restrictions with 
regard to persons resident in a hotel. They 
should try to preserve the same conditions for 
hotels as in England. 

Mr. Dorman said that the bill deprived a 
man resident in a hotel of the right to enter- 
tain a guest or guests and to participate in 
social intercourse. 

Mr. Cunningham, while supporting the 
second reading, said that the Government in 
the bill had taken the middle course, and the 
amendments to the principal Act were very 
small and of little consequence, He had mixed 
with the workers, and he must admit that if 
alcohol was taken in moderation there was 
certainly some benefit to he derived from it. 
Some clubs were being used for purposes for 
which they were not intended, and he wel- 
comed the supervision embodied in the bill. 
He certainly thought that the Government 
had done wrong in not giving full licence to 
hotels, and entire liberty to a person making 
the hotel his temporary home. Surely, if 
the Government was satisfied to give clubs 
unlimited hours for drinking, it should give 
the same right to travellers staying in hotels. 

Colonel Sharman Crawford said that the 
sting was taken out of the complaints about 
restrictions on hotels by the concession in the 
bill, which allowed residents to have drinks 
during hours without meals. 

The Right Hon. Samuel Cunningham said 
that there were publichouses where the dr 
of glasses were saved ahd served again. The 
authorities should, as: far as possible, see 
that what was left in glasses should be 
emptied down the sink. Publicans. who per- 
mitted that practice—and he thought they 
were very few—should have their licences 
endorsed. 

Colonel Sinclair welcomed the new pro- 
vision in the bill to control the sale of methy- 
lated spirits and ether. 

The bill was read a second time and the 
House adjourned.

ALLEGED’ KERRY) - 


FRAUDS. 


NEARLY £2,000 INVOLVED

The preliminary investigation has com- 


menced in Tralee, before District Justice 
Johnson, into allegations of fraud and forgery 
against three officials of the Kerry County 
Council—William J. Foley, Assistant Sur- 
veyor; Henry 8. Curtin, and Thomas 
Goodwin, clerks on the staff of the Kerry 
County Council. 

They are accused of having conspired with 
certain road stewards to defraud the County 
Council of various sums of money by return- 
ing on the pay sheets the names of fictitious 

ersons as having worked on the roads, and 

aving included in the pay sheets the names 
of others as having supplied materia] which, 
in reality, was not supplied. Paying orders 
were made out in the names of. these 
fictitious people and it is alleged that by 
an arrangement between the thred accused 
men, these paying orders were held back by 
one of them, whose duty it was to send out 
all paying orders to stewards, workmen and 
suppliers of material. The genuine people 
got their paying orders in the regular way, 
but those with the prefix “ D’’ in the pay 
sheets (meaning ‘* Dud ’’) were, it was alleged, 
held back by the issuing clerk. These paying 
orders were alleged to have been subsequently 
cashed with local traders, the names of the 
payees being signed to the orders by one or 
other of the accused men, as sworn to’ by 
the County Secretary and his clerk in charge 
of the Road Department, Mr. Denis Baily. 

£1,745 INVOLVED. 

The evidence of Mr. Baily and Mr. Dunbar 
showed that from a careful examination of the 
numerous paying orders sent out as between 
the 1st April, 1925, and the Ist September, 
1927, ee total sum of which the County 
mgr was defrauded amounted to £1,745 

s. 1d. 

Mr. T. J. Liston, State Solicitor, is pro- 
secuting, Mr. D. J. Browne is defending 
Foley, Mr. J. M. Murphy, LL.B., is appear- 
ing for Curtin, and Mr. J. J. O’Donnell, 
LL.B., for Goodwin. 

Denis J. Baily, assistant in the offices of 
the Kerry County Council, in the course of 
his evidence, said that he made inquiries. in 
the office and examined the paying orders, 
and sent 220 letters to payees on the bac!;s 
of the orders; 41 of the letters were returned 
“ not known.” The total of the paying orders 
issued to these forty-one persons was £326 
15s. 6d. Witness examined 264 orders which, 
he concluded, were bogus, amounting to 
£1,745 11s. ld. Witness was present at an 
interview with Goodwin, who said that 
Foley, Curtin and himself were the only ones 
concerned in it.. Foley would put in the 
measurements, and he (Goodwin) had the 
numbers of the orders and Curtin would collar 
them It first started in 1920 in the eld 
County. Hall. Each of the accused men’s 
handwriting appears on the orders (produced) 
as the payee or endorsements. 

“DUD” NAMES. 

Mr. W. F. Quinlan, Secretary, Kerry 
County Council, also gave evidence. He 
described having written to Mr. W. J. Foley 
to come in with all his papers. He did not 
come in, but witness went out to his home 
residence at Glencar and sent Mr. Foley’s 
brother in for him. He brought witness a 
book, in which the names were written of 
persons to whom paying orders were issued, 
and said that the names opposite which the 
letter ““D' appeared were ‘‘dud’’ names. 
The names thus indicated amounted to £233 
lls. 11d.; he also handed witness a pocket 
diary containing a lot of figures, which wit- 
ness could make nothing out of. After that 
he suspended the accused and seven stewards. 
After that he started an investigation of all 
paying orders from the Ist April, 1925, with 
Mr. Bailey. All the signatures to the pav- 
ing orders (produced) appeared to he in the 
handwriting of one or other of the three 
accused, | 

The further hearing was adjourned.

Those who believe in the essential unity 
of the Irish people will derive fresh hope 
from President Cosgrave’s speech in 
Dublin, which we reported yesterday. Since 
the signing of the Anglo-Irish Treaty the 
history of the relations between the Irish 
Free State and Northern Ireland has been 
a long series of blunders. The famous 
interview in 1922 between the late 
Michael Collins and the Premier of 
Northern Ireland ended in confusion. 
Mr, Collins asserted that he had re- 
ceived certain specific guarantees from 
the British Government. Sir James 
Craig—now Viscount Craigavon—declared 
that he, too, had been given guarantees 
of a totally different nature; and the 
meeting came to an end not only without 
agreement, but to the detriment of rela- 
tions between the two Irish States. Then 
came the civil war, with its disastrous 
reactions on the North, and afterwards 
the ill-fated Boundary Commission; and 
to-day, almost six years after the con- 
clusion of the Treaty, the ideal of Irish 
unity is still remote from achievement. 
This unhappy condition of affairs has bé@n 
accentuated by the conduct of the Fianna 
Fail Party. Immediately after the general 
election in June Mr. de Valera announced 
that, if and when his party should come 
into power, the people of Northern 
Ireland would be punished for their 
refusal to throw in their lot with their 
Southern fellow-countrymen. This ill- 
advised statement has wrought incal- 
culable harm. 

Every sensible Irishman, whether his 
political home is in Dublin or Belfast, 
will subscribe heartily to Mr, Cosgrave’s 
statement. “Our policy,” he says, “is 
based upon the belief that there can be 
no real reunion in Ireland until there is 
a better understanding and greater friend- 
ship between the peoples, until old 
hatreds are allowed to die out, and until 
Northern Ireland, of her own volition, 
recognises that this island is too small 
an entity to be divided ; that our people, 
North and South, possess a common 
heritage, and that their prosperity will 
be better served by a closer co-operation 
than can be possible while there are two 
Governments in the country.” Here Mr. 
Cosgrave is talking sound sense. He 
rightly deprecates the policy of “ nagging 
at the North” which has been pursued 
consistently by Mr. de Valera and his 
friends. The people of the North of Ireland 
may have faults—and who in the South 
can throw the first stone’—but they are 
practical folk, who take a sane view of 
politics, Their attitude towards Irish 
unity is dictated chiefly by considerations 
of self-interest. What have they to gain 
by union with the Free State? One- 
third of the people of the Free State 
voted last September for a party which 
makes no secret of its desire to break away 
from Great Britain at the first favourable 
opportunity. This party hates everything 
which Northern Ireland loves, It spurns 
the ideals for which 50,000 young Irish- 
men fell in the Great War. It insults 
the Crown, and it seeks to establish 
in this little island an independent 
Republic which will be divorced com- 
pletely from the British Empire. 
‘Unfortunately, while President Cosgrave’s 
principles are faultless, his Government 
has done very little to bring about that 
reunion which we all desire so fervently. 
In the first place, its adoption of a system 
of “selective’’ tariffs has causal untold 
harm to the relations between the two 
Irish States. The idea of a tariff wall be- 
tween Northern Ireland and the Free State 
is preposterous, and the excuse that no 
modus vivendi can be arranged between 
North and South is a confession of bank- 
rupt statesmanship. Where there is a 
will there is a Way, and we are quite 
convinced that, if President Cosgrave and 
Lord Craigavon should come together 
for half an hour, they would be able to 
reach an agreement which would abolish 
the Customs frontier. In the second place, 
while the Free State Government has 
Trade Commissioners in many parts of the 
world, it has no representative in Belfast ; 
likewise, Northern Ireland has nobody 
in Dublin. Officially neither State 
has any direct communicatior with the 
other, and this condition of affairs is a 
lasting reproach to the common sense of 
both. Mr. Cosgrave’s speech shows an 
admirable temper, but the Free State 
has been in existence for nearly six 
years and nothing has been done to 
translate words into actions. The.Free 
State's trade with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, according to the latest 
figures, which we print to-day, is twenty 
times as great as her trade with all the 
other countries in the world combined. 
The Saorstdt can afford to maintain 
establishments in Brussels and Paris; 
while Belfast is ignored, all talk of Irish 
unity will be futile. 


Flight from the Fields. 


In the year 1841 the population of the 
twenty-six counties which now make up 
the Irish Free State numbered 6,547,652 
persons. Last year, according to the 
estimate given by the Registrar-General 
of the Free State in his annual report, 
now published, this total had shrunk to 
2,970,000, or some 15,000 less than in 
1925. The dwindling of the race con- 
tinues, and the figure for 1927, when 
published next year, is likely to show a 
further drop of, perhaps, some 20,000. 
Excessive emigration, of course, is the 
cause of the decline. In 1926 births in 
the Free State exceeded deaths by some 
19,000; but over 28,000 persons left the 
country. These are figures that portend 
the very death of a people, if the drain 
that they indicate is not soon arrested. 
While births numbered 61,176 and deaths 
41,740, marriages during the year 
numbered 13,570, representing a slightly 
lower marriage rate than in  pre- 
ceding years. There is some comfort in 
the fact that the births stood at a higher 
rate than the average for the preceding 
decade, although the Free State birth- 
rate still is considerably lower than that 
of Northern Ireland and slightly lower 
than that of Scotland. Of the deaths, 
16.2 per cent, occurred among child 


| under the age of five, and infant mortality 


appears to be increasing—the result, 
no doubt, of the hardships of the poor 
during: a period of economic depression. 
Violent’ deaths caused by motor vehicles 
numbered seventy—a sharp increase on 
the total of fifty-three in the preceding 
year, Figures relating to natural causes 
of death reveai the disquieting fact that 
cancer continues to increase its mortal 
toll. In 1926 no fewer than 3,021 persons 
fell victims to this malady, or over 
100 more than in any preceding year. 
On the other hand, the number of deaths 
caused by tuberculosis was the smallest 
ever recorded, and mortality due to other 
common diseases showed a general 
decrease. Oancer is a disease largely of 
urban civilisation, just as tuberculosis 
formerly was the scourge of the country- 
side. It appears, therefore, that the 
rural population is growing healthier, 
while the urban population is declining in 
well-being. The Registrar-General’ cites 
statistics, comparing rural and urban vital 
conditions, which bear out this tendency. 
They set the rush from the countryside 
in a sorry light, as a rush from health 
to sickness and decay. If it were possible 
to trace the fortunes of the swarming 
emigrants in the lands of their adoption, 
this gloomy contrast probably would be 
stressed yet further. Seldom is it to 
better themselves that farmers’ sons and 
daughters fly from the fields that their 
fathers tilled. Rather do they go to swell 
the sweated underworld of the United 
States and the unwholesome tenements of 
Glasgow. Read intelligently, this report 
might be taken as an appeal to young 
Ireland to return to the fields. 


Hospital Finance. 


Yesterday the London newspapers re- 
ported the fifth annual meeting of the 
Hospital Saving Association. Five years 
ago, when London’s voluntary hospitals 
were deeply in debt, proposals were made 
to enrol the working classes as voluntary 
contributors. The scheme was adopted 
and has advanced from strength to 
strength. Wage-earners contribute three- 
pence a week, so receiving treatment in 
time of need and making a large addition 
to the hospitals’ resources. The organisa- 
tion is decentralised ; every group runs its 
own business with a minimum of inter- 
ference from outside. In many cases 
these groups of working people arrange 
with their employers that their subscrip- 
tions shall be collected through the firm’s 
pay-roll. In 1924 the Association had 
62,390 contributors. To-day the number 
has grown to more than 370,000 and in- 
ciudes about 12 per cent of the hospita! 
population of Greater London. Three 
years ago the Association’s income was 
£22,000; to-day it is tem times larger, 
and last year the hospitals received 
£127,196 as payment for treatment given 
to 100,000 persons. Furthermore, the 
budgets of the hospitals which were in 
debt five years ago show to-day a surplus 
of £250,000. Everybody must welcome 
the. scheme’s most notable success; for 
it has two splendid virtues. It fosters 
a spirit of independence among the 
working-classes and it is -giving a 
new lease of life to the voluntary 
hospitals. Speaking at the Association s 
meeting, the Lord Chancellor described 
the voluntary hospital system as an “in- 
estimable boon ’’ by reason not only of its 
work for science, but of the personal note 
of sympathy and help which was its guid- 
ing principle of service. We wrote re- 
cently of the increasing problems of 
hospital finance in Dublin, where also the 
voluntary principle is, perhaps, the city’s 
most precious asset. The classes which 
support the hospitals have become 
fewer and poorer in recent years, and 
no other class of regular subscribers has 
begun to reinforce them. It is certain 
that in the néar future the Dublin 
hospitals must try to break new ground 
and to foster the subscribing habit among 
people who hitherto, while receiving much, 
have given nothing. Surely they may find 
hope and instruction in the record’ ol 
London's Hospital Saving Association. 


Canberra 


As every householder knows, “ moving 
in’’ is an uncomfortable process; and 
when it is a case of wholesale moving 
into a half-made city the discomforts 
assume a formidable magnitude. The 
Correspondent of The Times describes the 
teething troubles of Canberra, the new 
capital of the Australian Commonwealth. 
Although the capital already has cost 
Australia more than £8,000,000, it is still 
a skeleton city, with. some five thousand 
inhabitants scattered through its large 
area. It has a luxurious Parliament 
House and fine administrative buildings, 
but these adornments do not console out- 
lying citizens who are forced to travel 
five miles to the single shopping centre at 
Eastlake. The elaborate systems of water 
supply, sewerage, electric light and power 
exist, as yet, only in the mind’s eye. 
Rain fell heavily in October, with the 
result that unfinished roads and _foot- 
paths are a sea of mud, through 
which legislators wade to their duties. 
The Federal Capital Commission, which 
exercises an autocratic control over all 
civic -affairs—to the citizens’ increasing 
discontent—has many ambitious plans. It 
intends to construct a chain of lakes 
through the city, cricket grounds, tennis 
courts, swimming baths and a golf course. 
It tried to conduct omnibus and taxi-cab 
services, but failed, and was compelled to 
call a private company to the rescue. 
Undaunted by this set-back, it proposes 
to undertake the management of the city’s 
milk supply. There is a federal police 
force of ten men, who, being unarmed (by 
decree of the Federal Commission), 
continue to be defied successfully by & 
savage magpie that has attacked several 
members of Parliament. Recently Mr. 
McGrath, the Labour member for 
Ballarat—how the Celtic genius of unrest 
exhibits itself everywhere!—invited the 
Prime Minister to take a national 
referendum on a proposal to abandon 
Canberra. “The answer,” Mr. Bruce 
replied gravely, “is in the negative.”

I had thought, too, that it would be 
made in certain “plain ’’ colours, and that 
if one asked for anything else one would 
be told: “Oh, those shades are not un- 
breakable.’’ But unbreakable is made in 
every conceivable shade, and, what 1s 
stranger sti:l, at a moderate price. Here 
are a few examples: A coffee set of 21 
pieces costs 38s., a tea set of 21 pieces 
£2 5s. Od. A large ornamenta) octagonal 
bow! costs 2s. 3d. 

This wonderful china is a product of a 
substance discovered nearly sixty years 
ago by Professor Emerson Reynolds, of 
Trinity College, Dublin. The world was 
amazed when he brought his formula to 
the light: for he had succeeded where 
Liebig and Hoffmann, the two leading 
German scientists of the day, had failed. 
Working quietly in Trinity College, and 
in his father’s kitchen in Booterstown he 
laid bare the secrets of a new substance: 
thiourea. To-day ten thousand pounds of 
it are produced annually in the Gianoli 
process for strengthening silk and a by- 
product, Galena, is much used for gun 
sights in the British Navy.

For thirty years its use was only 
theoretical, and during that time he, with 
Professor Dickson, was its devoted 
guardian and preserver, carrying on the 
work of his predecessor Reynolds. As I 
was talking with him I noticed a beautiful 
little mauve pepper castor, a flame and 
ochre-tinted cigarette ash tray, and a 
vivid green ornamental bow] lying on his 
desk. These were the samples the British 
Cyanides Company had sent him. 

I could not help remarking on the 
beautiful colouring. The Professor lifted 
a sealed glass containing jelly. It is into 
this that the dyes are poured to colour 
the china. At a later stage the jelly 
crystallises and at last the china emerges. 
““OÍ course,” said the Professor, with 
a twinkle’ in his eye, “if you took a 
hammer to it you might succeed in break- 
ing it, but you can throw it on the floor 
as much as you like.”’ 

In a little time the few samples on tha 
Professor's desk will have travelled the 
world. They will go to Africa, America, 
Asia, Australia, everywhere in fact where 
there are women and kitchens, and their 
path will be a triumphant one.

NO SHORTAGE OF 
FARM LABOUR. 


THE QUESTION OF WAGES 
IN ENGLAND, 

Is there a glut of farm servants? That 

question is raised by a report that at a 
Yorkshire hiring fair this week there were 
more young men seeking work than had 
been the case since 1914 
Mr. R. Walker, the Secretary of the 
National Union of Agricultural Workers, 
stated that he regarded this as an excep- 
tional instance, and he had no informa- 
tion of that kind. 
“We stand for the abolition of these 
hiring fairs, and they will eventually be 
abolished. They are only a relic of serf- 
dom. We are encouraging our members 
to obtain employment through the union 
and other sources. I do not accept the 
statement that there was a glut of farm 
servants at this particular Yorkshire 
hiring. It may be that in some cases 
men prefer short engagements to long 
hirings. That could be the only reason 
for any surplus of labour in a particular 
district.’’ 


THE QUESTION OF WAGES. 


Mr. Walker’s attention was drawn to a 
further statement that one man offered to 
work for his board and clothes. ‘‘ We will 
see that nothing of this kind occurs if we 
can possibly help it,” was his retort. 
Regarding a further assertion that the 
farmers had declared that they could not 
pay the wages fixed by the Wages Board, 
he said: ' I am not going to agree to that. 
If they cannot pay the rates why do they 
not give their reasons? This generalisa- 
tion is useles. We want facts and 
figures. If the farmers cannot pay the 
legal wages, why do they not consent to a 
proper inquiry.” 


THE FARMERS’ VIEW. 


At the National Farmers’ Union, it 
was stated that complaints of difficulty on 
the part of farmers in paying the wages 
fixed by the Boards were becoming ‘' fairly 
general.” Doubt was expressed as to there 
being a glut of workers. 

“‘In some parts of the country,” an 
official of the union said, ‘‘there is a 
scarcity.

FREE STATE. 
600 MORE, SAYS MR. 
CHURCHILL. 


In the House of Commons yesterday 
Colonel Howard-Bury asked the Prime 
Minister how many houses had been built 
in the Irish’ Free State by the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust, and what proportion 
of the original grant of £1,500,000 
remained unexpended; how many houses 
still remained to be built, and what would 
be the further cost of carrying out in ful] 
the British. Government’s pledges. 

Mr. Churchill replied: ‘‘ I am informed 
that up to 31st October last 1,747 cottages 
for ex-Service men had been completed in 
the Irish Free State, and 274 cottages 
were under construction on that date, 
The former figure includes the cottages 
built—at a cost of £2,071,000—under the 
provisions of the Irish Land (Provision 
for Sailors and Soldiers) Act, 1919, 
before the Land Trust, which was con- 
stituted on Ist January, 1924, came into 
being. 

“The sum finally handed over to the 
Land Trust’ was £1,300,000. The unex- 
pended balance in the capital accounts of 
the Trust is £606,000, of which £442,000 
is available for operations in the Irish 
Free State, and £164,000 for Northern 
Ireland. 

“The trustees expect to be able to build 
about 600 more cottages in the Irish Free 
State, besides completing those now under 
construction. i 

“ As regards the lasfí? part of the ques- 
tion, the sum handed over to the Trust 
was paid in full and figal settlement of 
all claims on His Majesty's Treasury.’’ 

Viscount Sandon has given notice to 
ask the Prime Minister at an early date 
whether any decision has been reached as 
to the inclusion of ex-Service men from 
the Irish Free State in schemes of overseas 
settlement. i

CREW’S HARD PULL IN A 
FOG. 

The British steamer Guardian foundered 
six miles from the North Goodwin Light- 
ship yesterday afternoon, in consequence 
of a plate bursting beneath the bunkers. 
The crew were all saved in the ship's 
boats. 

The Guardian, a _ steamer of 381 tons 
gross, built in 1896, and owned by Messrs. 
Freear and Dix, of Sunderland, was bound 
from. Ghent to London with a cargo olf 
iron. The first intimation of anything 
being wrong was the sudden appearance 
on deck of the engineer, who shouted to 
the crew that the bottom of the ship had 
fallen out. They had barely time to 
lower the boats and pull away before the 
ship disappeared. 

It was foggy and raining, but, guided by 
the sound of the lightship’s fog horn, 
the crew pulled towards it. After an 
hour and ten minutes’ hard pulling, they 
were in sight of it, but the tide proved so 
strong that the lightship men had to float 
'a line attached to a buoy down to them 
and pull them alongside with it.

WHAT CAN STUDENTS 
LIVE UPON?

VIEWS OF MASTERS AND 
UNDERGRADUATES,

Irish university students will be in- 
terested and, perhaps, amused, by the 
estimates of undergraduates’ living ex- 
penses given at the university cities of 
Great ‘Britain, in reply to a recent state- 
ment by the Master of Balliol, that a lot 
of young men over there were supplied 
with larger allowances than were good for 
them. ' 

“HE is a thing which should have been 
said in public long ago,” said Mr. John 
Fernald, President of the Oxford Univer- 
sity Dramatic Society and editor of the 


| “Isis."" Mr. Fernald said that he quite 


agreed with Mr. Lindsay, the Master of 
Balliol, that, “if a boy is given more than 
£500 a year, it is a great handicap to 
him and his immortal soul is being im- 
perilled.”’ 


OXFORD SAYS IT DEPENDS ON A 
MAN’S TASTES. 


“On the other hand,” said Mr, Fernald, 

“if a man before he comes up here has 
been given an allowance of £300 or over 
it is difficult for him to live on less. 
When he is at Oxford the normal under- 
graduate can easily live on £250. Life is / 
more expensive for him if he is elected 
to such an office as the presidency of the 
Union. It is, of course, a costly business 
to be a Blue. 
_ “The question of expense, however, 
depends very largely on a man’s tastes. 
Some men spend a lot on clothes. I know 
fellows who have unpaid tailor's bills of 
£100 and over.” 


WOMEN UNDERGRADUATES LIVE 
MORE CHEAPLY. 


Another undergraduate said that he 
could live on £190 a year with an effort, 
and on £225 wituout an effort. “Any- 
body should be able to live up here on 
£225,’’ he said. 

Women undergraduates, it was stated,’ 
succeed in living much more cheaply than 
the men, and most of them manage on 
less than £200 a year. 

The Master of St. Catherine’s College, 
Cambridge, said that it was impossible to 
generalise, and a great deal depended upon 
what a man was used to at home. 


A CHECK ON EXTRAVAGANCE AT 
CAMBRIDGE. 


“An average man at the University, by 
exercising a reasonable amount of 
economy,” he said, “ should manage very 
well on £200, The system of supervision 
at Cambridge makes it possible for a 
man’s tutor to check extravagance, as all 
tradesmen’s bills exceeding £500 must be 
sent to college tutors, who are thus 
enabled to see at once if a man is running 
into debt.” 

An official of the Edinburgh University 
said that in Scotland students could go 
through their courses at considerably less 
expenditure than at Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, although a great deal depended 
upon the circumstances of the individual. 
Students from the Highlands, who came 
from humble homes, had a _ wonderful 
capacity for frugality, and managed to 
live at a remarkably cheap rate. The 
arts course, the cheapest on the 
curriculum, would take about £150 for the 
ferm of thirty-two weeks for fees and lodg- 
ing. 


SCOTTISH STUDENTS GETTING 
RECKLESS. 

An undergraduate pointed out that the 
vast majority of Scottish students lived in 
lodgings, the cost of which on an average 
was about two pounds weekly. Yet, on 
the whole, Scottish students were not so 
economical as they were in former days, 
the growth of modern amusements and 
dearer clothes accounting for this. 

Mr. Rosslyn Mitchell, M.P., who was a 
‘student at Glasgow University, stated that 
a Glasgow boy would consider himself 
lucky if be had ten shillings a week over 
and above his lodging and fees. 


CAROUSING ON CIDER. 


A budding Master of Arts at Glasgow 
said that he would feel like a millionaire’s 
son ff he had £250 a year. “There are 
not many students in Gilmore Hill,” he 
said, “with more than five bob left after 
they pay their digs, which cost thirty-five 
shillings a week. If students take any 
part in corporate activities they have 
practically nothing left after feeding 
themselves, paying their subscriptions, 
and buying the necessary cigarettes, and 
an occasional bottle of cider is a regular 
blow out.” | 

An official at Glasgow University stated 
that an arts student there paid fifteen 
guineas a year in fees, and his expenses 
in books were minimised by the splendid 
book exchange system in operation there. 
All in, it would cost a studenty twenty 
pounds for his actual classes. His 
estimate for a country student living in 
Glasgow during the nine months for the 
academic year in comfortable lodgings and 
taking part in the corporate life of the 
university reached at the maximum £150 
a year. 


£225 THE MINIMUM IN LONDON.. 


The Master of Balici’s words were en- 
dorsed by Dr. Ernest Barker, Principal of 
King’s College, London. He said: 
“I think a point I should make clear is 
‘that Mr. Lindsay only refers to Oxford 
and Cambridge. In London the student 
may reside in a hostel and get the advan- 
tages of life and discussion with his con- 
temporaries for the thirty weeks—the 
London University year—as compared 
with the twenty-five weeks of Oxford and 
Cambridge at a cost, including college fees 
and other necessary expenses of about 
£175 a year. At Oxford, I should say 
from my own experience as a parent, & 
son can live comfortably in a good college 
on £250 a year, and a daughter in a good 
women’s college on £200 a year.

SOVIET DELEGATES 
AT GENEVA. 


THRIR: MOTIVES A 
MYSTERY.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The British Delegation to the Prepara- 
tory Commission for the Disarmament 
Conference arrived here this morning. In 
addition to Lord Cushendun, it includes 
Admiral Kelly, Colonel Temperley and 
Group Captain McNeece-Foster, the 
naval, military and air experts, respec- 
tively, and Mr. Cadogan, head of the 
League of Nations Department of the | 
Foreign Office. The Soviet delegates, who 
have been here since Saturday, have 
hardly stirred from their hotel, where 
they occupy a separate floor, and have 
the monopoly of one of the two public 
diningrooms. 

The motives of the Bolshevists in com- 
ing must, for the present, be a matter of 
surmise. It may be propaganda, but, at 
any rate, that has not begun yet. . In 
any case, | have reason to know thai, now 
that they are here, the Soviet delecates 
are anxious to re-establish contact with 
the British Government. 

The Disarmament Commission’s meet- 
ing may or may not give them the oppor- 
tunity. It will certainly afford them 
plenty of scope for speech-making on any 
subject remotely connected with the re- 
pduction of armaments ; for, on the agenda 
of the meeting are all the resolutions re- 
lating to the subject passed by the 
Assembly in September. 

The resolutions cover the progressive 
extension of arbitration, the conclusion of 
regional agreements, the special commit- 
ments which any State may declare itself 
ready to undertake, the material and 
financial help which may be afforded to a 
State victim of aggression, and the con- 
stitution of a separate Security Commis- 
sion. : 

It was not proposed to discuss any of 
these points at length, but, presumably, 
if a member of the Commission wishes 
to deliver a speech, or even a series of 
speeches, on an item of the agenda, it 
will not be easy to stop him.

NEW SERVICE BETWEEN 
VIENNA AND BERLIN.

VIENNA, Tuesday, 

The public has been notified that, as 
from December 1, the Austrian Telegraph 
Department will accept for transmission 
between Austria and Germany, by telegraph, 
photographs or papers in colours, except 
green, blue, or mauve, which are not re- 
commended. 

The “ eraoring may portray persons or draw- 
ings, cheques, structural plans, documents, 
or writing by hand or type. Practically 
the only restriction placed on the public is 
as to the size of the picture or script, which 
must net exceed a strip of paper 4in. by 
7hin., the minimum being 4in. by lin. 

The paper must be opaque, and the writ- 
ing must neither be blurred nor too small. 
It has been calculated that a strip 4in. by 
Táin. . will accommodate 400 words in the 
German language, printed in pearl type. The 
charge for the transmission from Vienna to 
Berlin, and the delivery of a picture 4in. by 
láin. is 7s. 11d., each additional 4in. by 
gin. costing, roughly, two further shillings. 

Pictures or messages transmitted during 
the night hours—i.e., between 9 p.m. and 
8 a.m., will be sent under reduced rates. 
The minimum in this case is 6s. 44d. for 
a 4in. by sm strip, increasing by ls. 74. 
for each additional 4in. by jin. 

The system of transmission adopted by the 
Ngee sn Department concerned is that of 
Dr. Karolus, of Dresden, modified by the 
Siemens Electrical Company.

ROME, Tuesday. 
The official bulletin of the Fascist Party 
publishes a statement on the recent Italo- 
Albanian Treaty, and the comments which 
it has caused abroad, especially in France 
and Yugo-Slavia. 

This statement says that “ among the 
many unreasonable, stupid, fantastic and 
provocative comments made upon the 
Italo-Albanian Treaty, the most significant 
is that of the semi-official Yugo-Slav News 
Agency. The substance of its remarks 
was repeated by the French papers, which 
shows a remarkable similarity of outlook 
and policy. 


LEAGUE IDEALS. 


“The Yugo-Slav argument is that the 
Franco-Yugo-Slav Treaty is pacific, and in 
harmony with the ideals of the League and 
of Locarno; while the Italo-Albanian 
Treaty does not deserve any of these com- 
pliments. It may be admitted that the 
wording of the Franco-Yugo-Slav Treaty 
is innocent, but are the two military aero- 
plane factories which France is establish- 
ing in Yugo-Slavia able to turn out 
hundreds of engines a year for the Yugo- 
Slav Air Force equally innocent? 

“Such is the grim reality behind the 
specious phrases and pacific wording of 
the Franco-Yugo-Slav Treaty language, 
which nobody takes seriously, even in a 
democratic and liberal State. 

“ Belgrade complains that the Italian 
Treaty cannot be registered by the League 
of Nations. This argument cannot be up- 
held for one moment. Nobody at Geneva 
will take upon themselves to question, 
directly or indirectly. a defensive pact 
freely concluded between two free and 
Sovereign States The League has ne 
jurisdiction on this matter. Geneva has 
not laid down any standard pattern of 
treaty to be followed by all Governments. 
The League has merely the formal task of 
registration, and no jurisdiction over 
treaties, which, being a purely political 
matter, would imply an attack upon the 
sovereign authority and independence olf 
all States. 


BELGRADE’S SELF-DENIAL. 


“If such a precedent were created all 
the treaties made since 1919, many of 
which are of the politico-military type, 
would be called in question. 

“Belgrade, echoed by Paris, declares 
that nobody is threatening the independ- 
ence of Albania. Italy may, indeed, rest 
assured that, for twenty years aiter the 
signature of her treaty with Albania, 
nobody will threaten that country’s .in- 
dependence. Belgrade’s sudden attitude 
of self-denial recalls the fable of the fox 
and the grapes. But, above all the 
mystification and the sophistry, above the 
puny spite against Fascism to be found in 
the columns of the Democratic, Masonic 
and Liberal Press, there stands the treaty 
between Albania and Italy, signed on 
November 22 

“ This treaty assures the absolute in- 
dependence and pacific development el 
Albania, while guaranteeing to Italy the 
safety of the gateway of the Adriatice— 
namely, the Strait of Otranto. Whosoever 
refuses to respect these two corner stones 
of our policy will dash himself against 
the determination and the faith of Fascist 
Italy.”’ 


AERIAL ATTACK ON 
“ MOONSHINERS.”

NEW MOVE IN PROHIBITION 
FIGHT. 
From Our Own CorreSPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON (D.C.), Tuesday. 

An air attack against “ moonshiners ”’ 
is being planned by the United States 
Prohibition Bureau. The Mississippi 
Valley is to be the first scene of opera- 
tions, and, if the experiment proves 
suecessful, officials expect to organise an 
air patrol to cover the entire United 
States in spotting the locations of dis- 
tilleries. 

Within a short time an _ aeroplane, 
which is now being fitted out at Bolling 
Field here to carry a pilot and abserver, 
will soar up and down the valley in 
search of distilleries that are reported 
to be one of the main sources of the 
liquor supply for Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Iowa, Illinois, Mississippi, Kentucky and 
Tennessee, Arkansas, Missouri and 
Louisiana. 

The aeroplane will carry a machine 
gun, and, if a distillery should be found 
in impenetrable mountain fastnesses, the 
observer will open fire on the plant in an 
effort to destroy it. 

Prohibition Commissioner Doran be- 
licves that the winter season is particu- 
larly favourable for such operations, as 
the leaves will be off the trees, and vision 
from the air will be good. 

Already, however, reports have come 
to officials of counter-measures by the 
“ moonshiners,’’ who are said to be at- 
tempting to camouflage their plants in 
various ways, so. that they may not be 


seen from the air.

Sir “Arthur Steel-Maitland described the 
aniendment as being too narrow in one sense 
and too wide*in another. It was too wide 
because, with the best will in the world, it 
was impossible to set up a juvenile centre 
within reach of all the unemployed juveniles, 
and the amendment, in such circumstances, 
would act as a disqualifieation. On the other 
hand, the amendment was too narrow 
because it only dealt with juveniles who were 
entitled to benefit. His own view was that 
such centres should be open to boys and girls 
who would.not be entitled to benefit, He was 
deeply. ‘interested. in these centres, but ~was 
advised that further legislation would be. 
necessary to enable grants towards them to 
be,made from the Unemployment Fund. To 
meet this difficulty he proposed, on report, 
to move a new clause, which would enable 
the Minister, with the consent of .'the 
Treasury, to make such grants. 


LADY ASTOR ON ECONOMY. 

There were general cheers at the announce- 
ment; but Lady Astor, who is a great 
advocate for juvenile centres, confessed that 
she felt rather uneasy when hearing that the 
grants depended upon the coneent of the 
Treasury. The Minister should have a little 
more courage, and fight for the things he 
wanted, True economy, she went on, is going 
for the things you know te be right, and not 
listening to those miserable people who ask 
how much it ig going to cost. 

The amendment was rejected by 235 votes 
to 145. | . 

The next amendment, moved by Mr. Tom 
Shaw, was rather unintelligible in terms, but 
from the right hon. gentleman’s. speech one

The bill meant that a skilled engineer was 
compelled to take a street-sweeper’s job at 
the trade union rate for that job.

Mr. P, G. Wodehouse has written a very 
amusing comedy in. “Good Morning, Bill, 
which was produced last night at the Duke 
of York’s Theatre. 

The story tells how Bill tries to shelve 
Lottie, a young woman with whom he has 
been dallying at a well-known seaside resort. 
His reason for wishing to conclude the episode 
is that he has met his. divinity on the golf 
links. His lady friend has a bad attack of 
hysterics when he breaks the news that all is 
over between them, and he sends for a 
doctor, who turns out. to be the fair golfer. 
Her manner is strictly professional, sy pool 
Bill retires discomfited to the country, where 
his kind old uncle, thinking that he is pining 
for the unspeakable Lottie, sends for her in 
order to prove to Bill how impossible she is 
in decent surroundings. At the same time 
Bill, who is longing for his adored one, pre- 
tends to be seriously ill, and the girl doctor 
and Lottie arrive together. 

The complications that follow. are as 
numerous as they are funny, and the whole 
play provides a capital and wholesome 
evening’s entertainment. 

Mr. Wodehouse has been admirably served 
by his cast, which includes that inimitable 
American comedian, Mr. Ernest Truex.

THE 'BUS PROBLEM. IN 
DONEGAL. 


COUNTY SURVEY¥OR’S 


PROPOSAL, 


At the meeting of the Donegal Oounty 
Council yesterday,: Mr. Steadman, -County 
Surveyor, in a report stated that it was very 
necessary that eteps should be taken to get 


fix and enforce a limit for both the speed 
of lorries and ‘buses, also their weight and 
size. 

Captain Hamilton moved that having 
regard to the heavy burden imposed upon 
the ratepayers by the damage done to the 
roads by *bus and heavy lorry traffic they 
called upon the Dail to bring in euch legis- 
lation as would enable the County Council 
to restrict and efficiently control such traffic 
without the expense and delay of a Local 
Government Inquiry. 

Mr. O'Donnell seconded the motion, which 
Was passed. 

Mr C. McPhelimy moved a resolution de- 
claring that the Council believed that the 
time was ripe for an extension of the trunk 
or State road system, the increased expendi- 
ture’ to be. borne by imcréased taxation on 
heavy motor traffic, thus very equitably 
placing the burden of the maintenance of the 
roads on the agencies résponsible for their 
deterioration; that they call upon the Free 
State Government to put into effect such 
legislation as would revent motor "bus 
owners non-resident in the Free State from 
establishing routes or plying for hire on the 
roads of the county. 

Mr. Bernard Gallagher seconded. 

A letter was received from Mr. Francis 
Gallagher stating that ha was sure that the 
County Council wouid be slew to show itself 
hostile in any way to motor traffic, which, 
in his opinion, was gradually emancipating 
Donegal from the shackles imposed by rail- 
way systems, which in the past made County 
Donegal virtually a “tied house” for Derry 
and Belfast. 

Mr. McCaulay pointed out that gawd "buses 
from Donegal went into Derry, and if the 
Free State adopted Mr. McPhelimy’s sugges- 
tion the Northern Government would re- 
taliate. 

Mr. Baxter said that there were more 
Donegal ’buses going into Derry than Derry

CHRISTMAS TURKEYS. 


TREATMENT OF BIRDS BEFORE 


MARKETING, 


The Free State Department of Agriculture 
point out that serious injury is being done 
to the trade in Irish turkeys by. producers 
bringing to markets birds that have not been 
fasted. The value of such birds is consider- 
ably reduced owing to rapid discolouration 
of the flesh after killing. 

Turkeys should not be fed for at least 
twelve hours before being brought to market, 
and it is very desirable that the cart in 
which they are brought should contain plenty 
of dry straw, or other suitable material, for 
them to rest on. 

In connection with the Christmas trade in 
poultry, the Department of Agriculture wish 
to impress on exporters the necessity for 
obtaining, before forwarding consignments, 
satisfactory assurances through the usual 
business channels as to the financial and 
commercial standing of. prospective buyers.

PALESTINE LOAN FOR 
£4,475,000, 

The Bank of England will to-day receive 
applications for £4,475,000 Palestinee Govern- 
ment 5 per cent, Guaranteed Stock, redeem- 
able between 1942 and 1967. The price of 
issue is £100 10s. per cent., and the principal 
and interest are guaranteed by the British 
Treasury. ‘The issue is authorised by the 
Palestive Loan Ordinance of 1927, and is a 
Trustee Investment. The Palestine Govern- 
ment will set up a sinking fund to provide 
for the .repayment of the loan on the due 
date. The money will be used for the con- 
struction of a harbour at Haifa, on the im- 
provement of the port of Jaffra, and on rail- 
way capital improvements and public’ works. 
£1,000, will be paid to H.M. Government 
fev. railway and other assets taken over by 
the Palestine Government, and to repay tem- 
porary advances. The prospectus sets out 
the revenue and expenditure of the Govern- 
ment of Palestine for the five years ended 
Slst March last.

TRADE DISPUTES BILL. 
: The Trade, Disputes and Trade Union Bill 
was considered in Committee. 

Mr. 8. Kyle moved an amendment to 
Claúse 7, the object of which was to prevent 
the Attorney-General. from applying for an 
injunction to restrain a trade union from 
spending its funds unless the application was 
made at the instance. of a member of the 
trade union, This, he declared, was a well- 
established principle. If there was a strike 
in operation, which the Court declared was an 


instance of any person,.could-apply for an 
injunction to prevent the “trade union 
from~ spending money upon it. No 
strike could be carried on without spend- 
ing money, and: employers could spend 
as much money as they liked against - the 
union on strike. If the clausé remained 
as’ it stood, even an employer, against. whom 
the men were on strike, could seek an in- 
junction to prevent the union from spending 
money upon the strike. 

The Attorney-General (Mr. Babbington) 
said that nobody but a member of a trade 
union had the power to apply to the Court 
for an injunction against a trade union if the 
union was using its funds in a perfectly legiti- 
mate and we way, but Clause VII. gave the 
Attorney-General power to restrain a union 
from using its funds in contravention of the 
provisions of the bill. Mr. Kyle had suggested 
that the Courts in Northern Ireland could not 
be trusted in considering whether a strike 
was illegal or not. As the chief law officer 
of the Crown, he denied that assertion, and 
defied the members of the Upposition to show 
any case where the decision had not been 
given strictly upon legal grounds. 

Mr. Kyle said that he had already given 
instances where the Minister of Labour had 
prosecuted workers for endeavouring to get 
money from the Ministry of Labour funds 
and severe penalties were imposed, while 
when employers were summoned for contra 
vention of the Act they got off almost always 
with small fines, and sometimes by repaying 
the amount due.

ULSTER. MINISTRIES’ 
APPROVAL,

Belfast Board of Guardians, with the co- 
operation of the Belfast Corporation and the 
approval of the Northern Ministries of Home 
Affairs and Labour, propose to apply a labour 
test to certain applicants for outdoog relief. 
At yesterday s meeting of the Guardians 
the Special Committee appointed to deal with 
the matter reported upon their interviews 
with the Finance Committee of the Corpora- 
tion and with the Ministries mentioned. At 
the interview with the Corporation represen- 
tatives, before the conference “with the 
Ministries, it was stated on their behalf :— 
“ The Finance Committee are prepared to 
recommend the Belfast Corporation at its 
first monthly meeting—(1) To speed up the 
unemployment relief schemes already autho- 
rised and at present in progress of organisa- 
tion. (2) To classify those schemes with a- 
view, if found practicable and legal, and sub- 
ject to legal sanction being obtained if neces- 
sary, to allocating those found suitable to 
the Board of Guardians for the purpose of 
their Jabour test. Later on in the conference 
we may make further suggestions to assis: 
in the solution In the meantime we would 
prefer that the Guardians’ representatives 
proceed to develop their case.” 
During the conference with the Ministries 
the Corporation representatives further agreed 
“to place at the disposal of the Board of 
Guardians land to the extent of from five to 
50 acres to be devoted by them, at their dis- 
cretion, for the purpose of such labour test 
scheme, and also to otherwise assist Te sup- 
plies of materials, tools, etc. 
THE LABOUR TEST. 

The Board’s representative emphasised that 
what they desired was a labour test finan- 
cially assisted from Government funds, and 
not an ordinary scheme of relief work under 
the usual conditions governing same. 
After a full exchange of views on the en- 
tire matter, the following was agreed upon :— 
“ (1) The principle of labour test was ap- 
proved. 
“ (2) A sub-committee representing the 
Guardians and the Ministries of Home Affairs 
and Labour (with power to call in represen- 
tatives of the Corporation) be asked to in- 
vestigate the various matters discussed at 
the conference with a view to seeing if Go- 
vernment funds could be made available to 
assist the Guardians to apply a labour test to 
certain applicants for outdoor relief, and, if 
it be found possible, the Ministers of Home 
Affairs and Labour undertake to grant such 
financial assistance accordingly. i 
“ (3) In consideration of the above the re- 
presentatives of the Guardians present under- 
take to recommend the Board of Guardians 
to apply for a further order under Section 
13 of the Local Government ‘Ireland) Act, 
1898.”’ 

FUTURE GRANTING OF RELIEF. 
At a meeting of the Special Committee of 
the Guardians, held yesterday morning, -it 
was decided to recommend that an. Order be 
applied for on the following conditions :— 
(1) Relief granted under the authority of 
this Order shall be given at the Guardians’ 
discretion to such persons: being the heads of 
families ordinarily resident in any of the said 
district electoral divisions who for reasons 
satisfactory to the Guardians are not in 
receipt of or entitled to unemployment or any 
other State benefit, and who are unable to 
obtain employment. . 
(2) Such relief shall only be given after 
full inquiry into the circumstances of each 
case, and shall be in the form in which out- 
door relief is usually given by the Guardians 
to persons eligible for such relief under 
Section 1 of the Poor Relief Extension Act, 
1847 (10 Vic., cap. 31). 
(3) If after consideration of any case the 
Guardians consider it desirable they may 
offer indoor relief, notwithstanding that out- 
door relief be granted under the Order. 
(4) Every able-bodied. person relieved under 
the authority of this Order shall be set to 
perform a task of work as may be directed 
on approved conditions in return for the relief 
which he receives. 
The Committee also recommended that the 
Belfast Corporation should be forthwith re- 
quested, in co-operation with the Board’s re 
presentatives, to have a definite syitable 
scheme devised as suggested for the purpose 
of carrying out the labour test. 
The Board adopted the report of the 
Special Committee.

Sullivan and Sydney Grundy’s pleasant 
opera, ‘‘ Haddon Hall,’ will be produced by 
the Kathmines and Rathgar Musical Society 
at the Gaiety Theatre, Dublin, next week. 
The event recalls the fine old mansion in the 
Derbyshire Peak district after which the 
opera is named. With that house is asso- 
ciated the romantic love story of Dorothy 
Vernon. 

The house of Vernon derives its name from 
its primitive domicile in Normandy, the 
chatellaine forming one of the territorial sub- 
divisions of Normandy. During the reign of 
Henry II. the Ville of Haddon, as it was 
called, passed into the family of Aveuell, 
which had already held it for some time asa 
fief. About the time of Richard I. the male 
line of the Avenells became extinct by the 
death of William Avenell, who, however, leit 
two daughters. One of these presented the 
manor as her marriage portion to Richard de 
Vernon. The Vernons continued to hold 
high festival at Haddon for four centuries. 

In the middle of the sixteenth century the 
Lord of the Manor was Sir George Vernon, 
who was called, by reason of his magnificent 
hospitality, ‘‘ King of the Peak.’’

Those 
who peopled the old mansion have returned 
to their dust, but it remains with its story. 
As long as the door is there, and the steps 
with the darkling grove of yew at their foot, 
the romance will live and visitors will cherish 
it.
